Mr: Gladstone on American Finances,
Ix his position as Chuncellor of the Exebe-
quer, Hon, V. E. GLanstoxE procecded on
the 8d inst, to give to the House of Commons
a soccinet  statement on the subject of
finance, We give elsewhere the body of his
speech, but will only qu te editorially such
portions as relate to our own affairs. After
spenking of the sudden rise ol our gigantic
debt, he says:—*"I do not hesitate to declare
that I contemplate with the least anxiety the
debt of the United States,” He then speaks

ol its proportions, and says :—

“Well, now, looking st these figures, n mun
would be struck with something ke despuair;
but i we look ab Lthe pn-lt[mi of the country
which has to bear the burdes, I must contess
that 1 think the future of Americi, as (4r a4
finance 1 concerned—political problems are not
now in question—will not be atlended with any
embarrassment. [ do not belleve thut the dobl
will constitute any auficulty tor the American
people. 1 am contident that I they show with
1espect to inance any portion of that estraor
dinary resolution which on both sides alike thoy
manifested during the war, and ol that cquaily
remarkable resolution with which, on the ree
turn of peace, they have brougnt their mon-
stroug and gizante establishments within molde-
rate bounde—[ won't say that this debt, aceord-
ing Lo an expression which was onco fashionuble
in this eountry, will be a fleabite, but that ina
moderate time it will be broughe within very
small Tioits, and may, even within the lifetime
of persons now living, be effaced altozether,”

The following testimony to the liberality oy
our people and the wisdom of our Secretary
of the Treasury will be received with plea-
sure, coming as it does from a man so well
qualified to judge as is Mr, GLADSTON K1 —

“The amount of the revenue of the United

1t will thus be seen that the editorial was de-
liberately altered and then miscredited in order
to seeure political eapital. To aceuse a fol-
low-journalist of utterances which he never
made, is a grosa wrong. To alter an extract
s a professional erime. Yot we flad our
contemporary guilty of both in the most evi-
dent manner, in order to lay a charge on the
guiltless shoulders of the ex-Assistant Secre-
tary of War,

We are not eertain whether our neighbor
altered the article or whether the Republican
copled it from the Times, in order to reply to
ita slanders, and it was credited to the paper
wh'ch merely republished it to attack its doc-
trines.
